Deseribing the conditions in the 
United States, Mr. Sibley sald 
that there had been a tremendous 
“jue in’ the country which hod 
been “intoxicated” during the past 
two oor three years. “We have 
now found the headache which tn- 
evitably must come along.” 


One reason for the state ef in- 
toxication waa that American busi- 
Nes: manufacturers 
believed in the philosephy that pro- 
fits came from spending — rather 
than from saving That the way 
to day up for the future wis to 
spend freely becnnse, if everybody 
spent, it created busitess, and the 
creation of business led to more 
business: going round in a circle 
until prosperity was reached, 


Artificial Buying Power. 


Mr, Sibley said that the Ameri- 
can people had not only got into 
the habit of spending their in- 
come, but through ° facilities 
afforded to them by the credit 
hystem, many of them had spent 
he following: year’s salary as well. 
Ty spending in this manner the 
population had ereuted an artificial 
buying power, 

Another renson for the improved 
business in) those days was that 
the United States had made tre- 
mendous foreign loans most of 
which were to be spent) in the 
United States, whieh again en- 
larged the buying of the people. 
Through these various agencies 
business was stimulated beyond the 
normal income and it was felt that 
business was on the up-grade and 
was going ta keep ‘soaring inde- 
finitely. “More money was made 
than’in normal years. and one of 
the outcomes was that stocks went 
up. 

Stock Investments, 

‘The rise in stocks gave birth to 
a number of investment ‘trusts. 
The investment trusts said they 
could invest money far better than 
the average . person,- claiming to 
know more than the average per- 
son did. The result, was that a 
great many people began. to buy 
investment trust securities and 
they, in turn, went in for stocks, 
resulting in « tremendous increase 
in the country’s purchasing power 
in stacks, ©

He did not 
think anyone who had not recently 
been there could realise how, bad 
things really were. ' a 


Great Britain, said the 
spenker, the people: were — more 
used to depression. In the United 
States the depression, following 
the boom, was like a person who 
being very well and vigorous, was 
suddenly stricken dowu. ‘We have 
not got used to it," sald. the 
apeaker, “and we ure Very much 
upaet about it” 


Giving figures to illustrate the 
drop in stocks since the crash, Mr, 
that during the last, 
two years the twenty dest railrond 
stocks had dropped 60 per cent.

Banks Insolvent. 


Out of a total of 25,000 banks in 
the United States, some 2,000 
banks had actually gone into the 
hands of the receivers, and. their 
Nabilities amounted to two billlon 
feld dollars. They were only able 
to pay eight cents on the dollar. 


It was thought that the bottom 
had been touched by the year 1931, 
but in that year there were some 
additional drops. Last spring it 
appeared that the time was op 
portune to buy stocks, nevertheless 
it proved to be anything but op 
portune. The spenker snid, that 
atocka of the New York Central 
Railrond, which operated through 
& perreat series of industria) cities, 
dropped from $182 to $25 a share. 
Another very big atock, U.S, Steel 
Corporation, drapped from $152 to 
236. Another — lending — railrond 
ktock dropped from $194 to $15, 
‘and Union -Pacific dropped from 
G$205 to G$71. 


Huge Sum Yanishes, 


Mr, Sibley said that the situatfon 
was not without its humoroua 
aspect, He instanced the case of 
a man worth about GE30,000,000 
before the crash, who died on the 
eve of the fall in stock — prices. 
Ont of his estate he had to pay 
death dutied to’ the extent of 
$7,000,000, ‘This payment wns 
not due until about a year after 
the death. By that time the value 
of the stocks held by. the estate had 
dropped #0 low that the — bene- 
ficiaries of ‘an’ estate worth 
$30,000,000 found themeclves 
unable even to meet the death 
duties! The family forttine was 
“wiped out.” 


Investors in American stocks had 
had to write aff G$50,000,000,000 
in two years! That simply “knock- 
ed over” the American people. The 
hond market went lower than it 
had ever done for the past 20 years. 


Ax was to be expected, when the 
crisis came, the people turned to 
the Government for help, and Pre- 
sident Hoover held a conference 
with some of the leading business 
men. The Government , at first 
said there wag no depression and 
it was only a matter of a slump In 
the — atock-market. Six months 
later they said that the depression 
wus almost over. {ix months 
lator still they said that the worst 
was over and that the country 
ought to be able to show brighter 
colours in the near future,

Another remedy suggested by the 
Government of the United Stites 
wns to raise funds to aasiat tho 
various banks on which there was 
a run. The Government Recon- 
struction Finance Corporation was 
formed, whereby the bigger banks 
were enabled to help the smaller 
gnes. The Corporation was form- 
ed to underwrite .the solvency of 
thousnnds of Arnerican banks, most 
of which Held sccuritles which 
were, at one time, standing quite 
high, but which could not even 
meet the banks’ Hubilitics to-day. 
In regard to these securities, it was 
explnined that in many cases the 
Government vhad stepped in and 
fixed a rate where the banks could 
renlise fixed vale on such 
securities. 


Railroad Stock. 


A third remedy suggested and 
introduced by the Anierican Gov- 
ernment wax in connexion with 
rnilrond stocks, The best securi- 
ties in America, it had been re- 
cognised for yeara past, were 
railroad stocks, and those securi- 
ties were held by the leading In- 
Faurance Companies and — banka. 
The railroads were State controlled 
to the extent that their profits were 
kept at about five and ‘a half per 
cent. each year, Since the’ crash, 
however, business had fallen off 
and car earnings had gone down 
by about one-third, One great 
railway aystem, the Hingis Central, 
which had shown a profit. of 
$9,000,000 for 1930, showed a loas 
of $4,500,000 for 1931, represent 
ings a difference of $15,500,000 in 
ayear. Not only were the railroad 
companies unable to pay, divi- 
dends, but some of them were 
rapidly heading for the hands of 
the receivers. 


Tho Government Reconstruction 
Finance Corporation had arranged 
to pay interest on the railroad 
stocks to assist stock-holders to 
tide over the present period and 
to allay the fears of such stock- 
holders. . 


Steps hud also been taken to 
permit the railread companies to 
increase their rates to mect the 
emergency. and railroad ¢m- 
ployees; rather than face , unem- 
ployment, had volunteered to ne- 
cept n ten per cent. cut in their 
wages. 

No Blame. 


One fenture of the depression, 
which was very encouraging, said 
Mr. Sibley, was that there was no 
Wame going round. Capital was 
not blaming labour, nor was Ja- 
hour blaming Capital, and ne one 
binmed the Government, but the 
whole country was trying to work 
out of it together, which was a 
hopeful sign. : 

Mr. Sibley concluded by saying 
that he was a thorough believer in 
the industrial system for relieving 
pressure on the land. Population 
grew daily but not the product of 
the land, and it was inevitable that 
the people in’ the rural’ arcas 
should find their way into fuc- 
tories. Properly handled, this 
was not such a difficult, problem 
and he foresuw the day when the 
machine would do all the work and 
men would have more time for 
leisure. He felt sure that when 
that time came, men would learn 
to contro] their leisure.

Charged with receiving stolen 
goods, Ma Chuen yesterday .ap- 
peared before Mr, Justice Lindsell 
and a jury nt the, Criminal Scs- 
sions, and pleaded not guilty to 
the indictment. , ; ;

Mr, Whyte Smith, in presenting 
the ense for the Crown said the 
charge was the sequel to a robbery 
at 165, Portland Street on January 
17, in which four robbers tock part. 
It was not suggested that accused 
wus one of the robbers and there 
was no evidence to that effect. He 
was charged with receiving stolen 
xoods knowing them to be atolen. 

On January 21, Inspector Fallon, 
a Chinese sergeant and a constable 
visited No. 231 Portland. Street, 
second floor, where accused lived. 
The constable remained outside of 
the house while the Inspector and 
sergeant endeavoured to gain ad- 
mittance. They experienced some 
diffleulty in doing so, and the 
door was finally opened by accused, 
who, it was discovered was the only 
occupant. : 

While the officers were trying to 
get in, the constable outside 
noticed « paree).thrown out of the 
second floor window. He picked it 
up and !t was found to contain 
three watches, a gold ring and a 
jade bracelet. Two of the watches 
and the bracelet were identified as 
being among those stolen on Jnnu- 
ary 17. From the accused, | In- 
spector Fallon secured 1 bunch of 
keys and with one opened a cabinet 
in the room in which was found a 
fountain pen case with pencil, 
which was also Identified as being 
among the articles stolen. 

The necused was arrested and 
when charged replied “They were 
given tome by Ah Ching. 1 
did not know they were stolen.” 

Evidence proving the robbery 
and the Sdentification of the 
watches, bracelet and fountain pen 
case was given for the Crown, and 
after a brief summing up, the jury 
returned n verdict of guilty. 

Accused was necordingly sentenc- 
ed to twelve months’ hard Inbour.

TYPES OF 
INFLUENZA. 


{By A Family Doctor.] 


Tho commonest type is that in 
which a high temperature in the 
chief manifeatation. Again and 
again I have scen this form ushered 
in on the first night by o sevore 
uightmare, There ix psovere head- 
ache with - aching, restlesa pains 
mainly in the back and down the 
limba. An interesting and frequent 
syluptom is great soreness of the 
serlp—nothing to see, but extreme 
discomfort. on uring. brush or comb. 
The appetite in lost, the thront is 
sore and ‘there ig a dry cough, the 
eyes may be inflamed and the eye- 
halls very painful, The temperature 
usually reriains up four to six days, 
und the patient is.very. weak. 

The gastric type ia less common. 
Again the suddenness of thé onset 
and the high tempernture. But here 
the syinptoma nre vomiting, nniuaca 
and pain in the stomach, with 
idlintrhopa, In the epidemicy, eapeci- 
ally the great oner, the ’so called 
respiratory .type of 'flu. is perhaps 
the commonest. In this there is 
sone throat, hoarseness, pain in the 
chest. and 2 diffienlt, tight, painful 
cough, There is an acute bronchitix 
which is very Jinble to progress to 
parumonia. 

And, finally, in the great epidemics 
there in alan the “inalignant” type 
of the disease, which is alinost in. 
variably fatal. The patient is 
stricken down suddenly and utterly 
prostrated. There are no very defi; 
nite symptoms for they have no time 
to develop, the patient suecumbing 
to na generalised poisoning of hin 
whole aystem. Fortunately. this 
form ix comparatively rare.

tua! experience by those on the 
apot, men who know the needs of 
the community far better than 
OMfcisldom ever can do. Many 
Government projects which may 
be admirnbly concelved often lack 
this background of personal ex- 
perience with the real neceasities, 
and it is here’ that such an Asso- 
cintion as the K.R.A. is_able to ‘be 
of the utmost value both to the 
Government and the community.

This fe true not only of China but 
also of Asia; indeed, it may be 
called the continent's lingun Eran. 
A-common tongue is neces 

8 ry even within national limits 
in Asin. India is the example 
most often used, but in China, ton, 
the homogeneity of the country is 
terspered by'a confusion of dia- 
‘ects. Ht is true that the written 
languaye of China has a nation- 
wide application, but often the em- 
ployment of writing is inconven- 
jent, as, for instance, on a car or 
n bus, where it is not uncommon 
tw see an educated ° Chinese 
conversing with the ticket collec- 
-tor in pidgin English, In con- 
sequenee of this demand for it 
medium of speech, the quest to 
learn English exceeds in enger- 
ness the pursuit of any other 
learning. In Hongkong, Shanghat 
and ‘apan enthusiasm knows no 
bounds. Lingual diversity is not 
the explanation in this ‘case, but 
a realisation that English is the 
passport to business preferment 
in a world which ia being steadily 
oryanized on nu Western basis. On 
the theory that practice makes 
perfect, the Oriental neophyte will 
dash in where linguists fear to 
tread, with amusing results. The 
following letter—-culied from i 
Chinese © newspaper—which was 
sent to a forelyner by a Chinese 
business house, isa’ good 
exainple: “However ly Ux- 
planation of the = facts and 
presentation of our company’s 
cirtification, they could make ‘free 
from holding and reach after two 
days. Hoping you would deduce 
the tnisreports of the newspaper 
enused you some troublesness and 
ask us further in need.” Even if 
he were told of his mistakes, the 
writer would not be nonplussed;

NOVEL. _ - 


LECTURE TO ENGLISH 
ASSOCIATION. . 

The Hou. Mr. W. T. Southorn 
presided at a very well attended 
mecting of the Hongkong Branch 
of the Engtish Assoelation, which 
took place yesterday evening in the 
Helena May Institute. The Chaty- 
man, after the minutes of the last 
meeting kad been read and confirm: 
ed, intreduced the lecturer, Mr. N 
1, France, Reader in History at 
the University of Hongkong, who 
Muve a very witty and Interesting 
address on “The Historical Novel.” 

Before the 18th century, Mr. 
France pointed out, there was no 
interest in history proper, ‘ahd not 
many histories: of these'the few 
Serious ones were contemporary 
accounts of events, and the rest 
picturesque chronicles which show- 
ed no historical rense and were 
not the result of any careful in- 
vestigation of the past. There 
Was no attempt in pre-vightcenth 
century writings to get an historic 
atmosphere. In the enrly 18th 
century the only period of the past 
considered to ae worth — serious 
study wastthat of Greeve- and 
Rome; the rest waa a mere inter- 
jude oof barbarism. = The — in- 
terest in romance which rose dur- 
Ing that century was one of the 
sources of the historical — novel. 
The “Gothle” novel produced by 
Horace Walpole and Mrs, Radcliffe 
Was itt) forerunner, but these 
writers made no attempt to give 
acrieus history; their novela were 
only picturesque, fall of horror, 
and eles romantic sentiment.

Historical fiction whieh belongs 
fo the liferature of escape from the 
hard realities of life, and as such 
the yrentest type of

produced, tremendous popularity: 
industrial England was very drab 
and the “merrie Bagland” legend 
was born. The peaceful citizen 
found in tudes of ‘the adventurous 
and chivalric past 9 #&  compenaa- 
lion for his own dull and peaceful 
existence. This kind of novel has 

iys been romantic rather than 
ixtic dn its trealment of former 
ages but itis very dillieult to write 
well. The problem of language has 
seldom been sulved successfully. 
Some historical novelists, ke 
Seott, rely on na reproduction, often 
exaggerated, of archaic speech 
which is not convincing, but on the 
other hand te use bright: modern 
idiom as others do destroys the 
historical jllusion. George Moore's 
“Kloisa and Abelard” is probably 
the most successful in avoiding the 
difficulty us the writer's exquisite 
‘and formal style is in itself a little 
archaic and there is no attempt at 
realism in the conversations, 
History Text Book.

Banks Insolvent. 


Out of a total of 26,000; banks in 
the United States. some 2,000 


' banks had actually gone into tho 


hands of the receivers, and their 
Nabilities amounted to two billion 
gold dollars.

It was thought that the bottom 
had been touched by the year 1931,

explained that in many cases tha 
Government had stepped in and 
fixed a rate where the banks could 
renlise a fixed value on auch 
securities. : 
Railroad Stock. ; 
A third remedy suggested and 
introduced by the American Gov- 
ernment was in connexion .with 
railroad stocks, The best sceurt- 
ties in America, it had been re- 
cognised for years past, were 
railroad stocka, and those securi- 
ties were held by the lending In- 
surance Companies and banks, 
The railroads were State controlled 
to the extent that their profits were 
kept at nbout five and a half per 
cent, each year. Since the crash, 
however, business had fllen off 
and car carnings had gone down 
by about one-third. One — great 
railway syatem, the Illinois Central, 
which hack shown a profit of 
$9,000,000 for 1930, showed a loss 
of $4,600,000 for 1931, represent- 
ing a difference of $13,500,000 in 
ayenr.

Steps had also been taken to 
permit the railroad companies to 
increase thelr rates to meet the 
emergency. and railroad em- 
ployoer, rather than face tnem- 
ployment, had volunteered to ne- 
cept a ten per cent. cut in thelr 
wages. .

One féature of the depression,

"INFLUENZA. 


(By A Family Doctor.] 


Tho commonest type is that in 

which a high tomperaturo iv tho 
chief manifestation, - Again and 
again I havo acon this form ushered 
in on tho first night by, a sevore 
nightmare. Thero is sevore head- 
acho with xching, rostless pnins 
mainly in tho back and down the 
limbs. An interceting and [requent 
symptom is great sorencss of tho 
acalp--nothing to see, but ,oxtrome 
liacomfort on using brush or. comb.. 
The appetite is lost, the thront is 
sure and there is a dry cough, the 
eyes may be inflamed and tho cye- 
balls very painful. The temperature 
usually remains up four to six days, 
and tho patient is very weak. 
_The gastric. type_is ley common, 
Again the suddenners of the onact 
and the high temperature. But here 
the symptoms nro vomiting. naurca 
and pain in tho atomach, with 
tliarrhoca. In the opidemics, especi- 
ally the great onca, tho so called 
respiratory type of ‘fla is perhaps 
thn commonest. In‘ this there ia 
sore throat, honreeness, pain in the 
chest. and s difficult, tight, painful 
cough. There is an acute bronchitis 
which “ia very Jiable to progress to 
pnoumonia, 

And, finally, in the groat opidomics 
thore 15 alao the “inalignant” typo 
of tho disearc, which is almost in- 
varinbly fatal. Tho patient is 
stricken down suddenly and utterly 
prostrated. There are no vory defi- 
nite symptoms for they have no time 
to develop, tho patient succumbing 
to a gencraliscd poisoning of hin 
whole system. Fortunately, this 
form is comparatively rare. :

Government projects which may 
be admirably conceived often Inck 
this background of personal ex- 
perience with the real necessities, 
and it is here that such an Asso- 
cintion an the K.R.A. fs able to be 
of the utmost value both to the 
Government and the community. 
When we louk back over the his- 
tory of the Association, we can 
see ample evidence of its uthlity 
and of the results of its activities. 
Without such » body, the com- 
munity's complaints would merely 
be vofeed in individual grumbling.

English—aon Oriental Language. 


Remarkable to some of our tour: 
ist Visitora Ia the fluency with 
whieh the Chinese express ther 
selves iu English, It is not reali« 
sed until they have.been here for 
sane days that English has deve- 
loped into the second fangunage. 
This is (ruc not only, of China but 
also of Asin; indeed, it may be 
ealled the cuntinent’s lingua fran: 
ca... A common tongue is neces 
si ven within national limits 
in Nala India is the example 
most often used, but in China, too, 
the homogeneity of the country is 
fermpered by a confusion of din- 
leets. It is true that the written 
language of China has a nation- 


wide spplication. but often the em-’ 


ployment of writing is inconven- 
jest, for instance, on a car or 
aobus, where jt is not -uncommon 
to an cducated Chinese 
conversing with the ticket collec- 
tor in pidgin English. In con- 
seauenee of thia demand for + 
medium of speech, the quest to 
learn English exceeds in’ cager- 
ness the pursuit of any other 
learning. In Hongkong, Shanghat 
and Japan enthusiasm knowa = no 
bounds. Lingual diversity is not 
the explaination in this case, bur 
a realisation that English ‘is the 
passport to business preferment 
in a world which is being steadily 
organized on.a Western busis, On 
the theory that practice makes 
perfort, the Oriental neophyte will 
dach in where linguists fear to 
tread, with amusing: results. The. 
following jetter—-culled from a 
Chinese newspaper—which waa 
sent to a foreigner by ‘a Chinese 
business — house, is a good 
example: “However by —ex- 
-planation of the “facts and 
presentation ‘of our company’s 
cirtifcation, they could make free 
from holding and reach after two 
days. Hoping you 
the misreports of the newspaper 
chused you some troublesness anc 
ask va further in need.” Even if 
he were told of his mistakes, the 
writer would not be nonplussed;

ancient German citics, 1 thought, 
romechow .does not change funda- 
mentally, and Henry the Lion, who 
founded Munich in the twelfth 
century, would not digown modern 
Munich, : 

“Let us,” said my companfon, 
“wo to Hitler's meeting to-night.’ 
And then I wondered whether 
Henry the Lion, after, all, would 
approve of modern Munich. For 
I remembered that just as Camille 
Dermoulins had jumped on a table 
in u Paris cafe and by crying “To 
arm!” had started the French 
Resolution, so Hitler, a few years 
ngo, had tried to start his putsch 
dno Munich cafe. “A quict Old 
World city," my companion had 
told me; but do things like that 
realiy happen in quict Old Word 
citics? * 

Hitler had failed, but his failure 
wan the foundation of hin success, 
His movement, which now tries to 
keep within the Inw, but is never. 
theless directed against suthority 
ag nt present conatituted, has 
xrewn enormously; there are’ GO,- 
000 Germnins who will vote for his 
candidates and there are 107 Hit- 
lerffes elected to the Reichstag. 
But Wither has alwaya remained 
faithful to the Bavarian city of 
Henrs the Lion, and here Is bis 
citadel, 

I had seen his headquarters, 
Hitler House, us it deserves to be 
called; 1 hnd watched him and his 
liettenants at work; but now it 
wan proposed that IT should sce 
him, aurrounded by his bodyguard, 
arousing by passionate speech by 
enthusinam of a vast crowd. Yes, 
that was the Hitler f wanted to 
obserye; not Hitler the organizer. 
but Hitler. the orator. 

“It's in a working-cliss district,” 
remarked my companion; “and [f 
there are Communists there may 
be trouble. It is true 
Berlin and in other large cities 
there’ have. been fights between 
Communists and National Sociat- 
ists us the Hitlerites are designnt- 
ed; but at Munch, at Munich the 
quiet Old World city, such violent 
evonta were almoat unthinkable.

So we went, and our optimism 
was justified. Rarely have I been 
present at n more orderly, & more 
attentive, a more earnest public 
meeting.

Everywhere the swastika. 
These hook crosses were conspicu- 
ous on the walls, on the platform, 


on flags stuck on tables, on the 
brassards of the Hitler Army. . 
Ranged round the room were the 
members of the army; clad in 
khaki shirts, belts, krifckorbockers, ° 
Icather leggings. Thoy wero - of 
two sorta; the storm troops which 
would: keep order and. be ready 
for any fray; and the protective 
guard of Hitler himsolf.

BIG PUSH. 


PLAN INDICATED. 


Shanghai, Feb. 16, 4.30 p.m. 

Shanghal fs waiting with ner- 
vous expectancy for the big offen- 
sive which tho Japancse are Ox: 
pected to launch on Thursday 
morning. : 

Whilo there in overy indication 
that Chiang Kat-shek, who’ is nt 
present In Nanking, is striving for 
a peaceful acttlemont, the adamant 
attitude of the Japancao milftary 
nuthorities gnd the pressure of 
less ‘far-sighted Chinese leadors Is 
forcing him to prepare for war. 

In, thia connexion five Chinese 
army corps dro concentrating in 
the Shanghal-Nanking_ railway 
area with Marshal Feng Yu- 
halang as Commander-in-Chief of 
the forces in the field.

Fresh records. for traffic re- 
coipts, passengers carriod and 
miles operated wore established by 
the Hongkong Tramways, Limitcd, 
during the past year, declared the 
Chairman of Directors,(Mr. A. B. 
Stewart, when he addressed share- 
holders of the company at _ the 
annunl ordinary general —mecting 
to-tay. Inercased operation costs 
however, due to tho low exchange, 
had prevented a record profit. 


In a long speech covering the 
Company's operations, Mr, Ste- 
wart announced the. decision to 
erect tn additional car shed and

“I chased 
him immedintely’ and was never 
more than four feet behind him 
until the arrest.” * 
+ Witness asserted that although 
the chase took them into Des 
Vooux Road to a point opposite 
the Fire Station, he never lost 
aight of his quarry. 

Mr. Loseby's case was that his 
cHent waa never in Chinese Street, 
where the incident cecurred, and 
asked witness {if there was not 
much trathe fn the street at the 
time. 

Witnesa replied that — the 
streets through which the chase 
was conducted were as clear of 
traffic and pedestrians as they 
usually were nat that Ume--9,30 
pm. 

After the Crown 
their cane Mr, Losehy stmmitted 
that he had ne case to apsawer,

THE HISTORICAL 
NOVEL. - 


LECTURE, TO ENGLISH 
ASSOCIATION. 


The Hon, Mr. W. T. Southors 
presided at ua very, well uttended 
meeting of the Hongkong Branch 
of the English Ansaciation, which 
tuok place yesterday eventing in the 
Helena May Institute. ‘The Chair- 
man, after the minutes of the Inst 
niceting had beon rend and confirm- 
ed, introduced the lecturer, Mr. N. 
H.. France, Renader_in History at 
the University of Hongkong. who 
gave o very witty ‘and Interesting 
address on “The Historica) Novel 

Refore the 18th centiry. Mr. 
France pointed out, there Was no 
interest in history -proper, and not 
many: historics: of these the few 
xerlous ones were 
accounts of events, and the ‘rest 
pleturesque chronicles which show- 
ed no historical eenze rnd were 
not the result of any careful tn- 
vostigntion of the past. There 
was no attempt in pre-eighteenth 
century writings to get an historic 
atmosphere, In the early 18th 
century the only period of the past 
considered to be worth  scrious 
study was that of Greece and 
Rome; the rest was a mere inter- 
lude oof bfrbariam, The — in- 
terest in romance whicli rose dur- 
ing that century waa one of the 
sources of the historical novel. 
The ‘Gothic’ novel produced ‘by 
Horace Walpole and Mrs. Radcliffe 
was ity forerunner, but these 
writers made no attempt to give 
serious history; their novels were 
only pleturesque, full of horror 
and elegant romantic sentiment. 
The historical novel, ' of | which 
ScotUs works may beaaid’to be the 
first examples, made more serious 

tentiona to giving truth of his- 
though it did not always do 
KO, 

Historical fiction which belongs 
to the literature df escape from the 
hard realities of life, and as much 
the greatest type of 
literature which never loses touch 
with reality, had, when it was first 
produced, tremendous popularity; 
industria! England was very drab 
and the “merrie England” legend 
was born, The peaceful citizen 
juund in tales of the adventurous 
and chivalric past) a compensa- 
tien for his own dull and peaceful 
existence, This kind of novel has 
alwaya been romantic rather than 
realistic in its treatment of former 
ages but it ia very dificult to write 
well. The problem of language has 
seldom been solved — auecessfully, 
Some historical novelista, like 
Scott, rely on a reproduction, often 
exaggerated, of archale speech 
which is not convincing, but on the 
other hand to use bright modern 
idiom as .others do destroys the 
historical illusion. George Moore's 
“Eloisa nnd Abelard" is probably 
the most successful in avoiding ‘the 
difficulty as the writer's exquisite 
and formal style is in itself a little 
archaic and there is ne attempt at 
realism in the conversations.
